SIMILAR PROPOSAL IN FY-75. 

2. REVIVED DEA PROPOSAL WOULD STAFF CALI BY USING ONE OF 
THE SLOTS PRESENTLY AUTHORIZED FOR BOGOTA, PLUS TWO NEW 
SPACES. JUSTIFICATION FOR NEW PROPOSAL READS: QUOTE.

ENFORCEMENT REQUIREMENT: ESTABLISH NEW DISTRICT OFFICE: 
SPECIAL AGENT-IN-CHARGE, SPECIAL AGENT, AND CLERICAL. 
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FOR SEVERAL YEARS, THE PRINCIPAL SOURCE OF COCAINE ENTER- 
ING THE UNITED STATES HAS BEEN COLOMBIA. TRAFFICKING 
ORGANIZATIONS BASED IN COLOMBIA ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR THE 
PRODUCTION AND EXPORTATION OF COCAINE TO ALMOST EVERY 
MAJOR CITY IN THE UNITED STATES, CANADA AND WESTERN EUROPE. 

COLOMBIAN NATIONALS ACCOUNTED FOR FULLY 73 PERCENT OF THE 
TOTAL ARRESSTS OF SOUTH AMERICANS ON DRUG CHARGES IN THE 
UNITED STATES DURING FY-75. 

COLOMBIA'S CONTINUED DOMINATION OF THE COCAINE TRAFFIC 
REQUIRES THAT DEA REASSESS ITS ENFORCEMENT POSTURE IN 
THAT COUNTRY. GREATER PROGRESS COULD BE ACHIEVED IN 
COLOMBIA BY ESTABLISHING A PERMANENT DEA PRESENCE IN 
THE CITY OF CALI. ONE OF THE MAJOR TRAFFICKING CENTERS 
IN THAT COUNTRY. CALI’S CLOSE PROXIMITY TO BUENAVENTURA, 
THE ONLY IMPORTANT PORT ON THE PACIFIC OCEAN, MAKES IT 
ESPECIALLY IMPORTANT IN THE INTERNATIONAL ARENA. FURTHER. 
IN EXCESS OF HALF OF COLOMBIA'S FOREIGN TRADE PASSES 
THROUGH CALI ENROUTE TO OR FROM BUENAVENTURA AND CALI 
ITSELF IS AN IMPORTANT AIR AND RAIL CENTER. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF CALI IN THE INTERNATIONAL DRUG TRAFFIC 
WAS RECENTLY UNDERSCORED BY THE SEIZURE OF APPROXIMATELY 
407 KILOGRAMS OF COCAINE BASE. THIS SEIZURE RESULTED 
FROM THE COOPERATIVE EFFORTS OF COLOMBIAN AUTHORITIES AND 
TDY DEA AGENTS AND REPRESENTS THE LARGEST KNOWN SEIZURE 
OF COCA ALKALOIDS EVER MADE. WITH A PERMANENT DEA 
PRESENCE IN THE CALI AREA, IT IS FELT THAT EVEN MORE 
COULD BE ACCOMPLISHED. 

BY LOCATING TWO AGENTS IN CALI. DEA EXPECTS TO AVOID THE 
COSTLY PROCESS OF SENDING TDY AGENTS FROM BOGOTA; THIS 
WILL ALSO PERMIT THE BOGOTA DISTRICT OFFICE TO MORE 
EFFECTIVELY UTILIZE ITS OWN PERSONNEL RESOURCES. FREQUENT 
AND THUS MORE EFFECTIVE LIAISON WILL ALSO BE POSSIBLE WITH 
POLICE OFFICIALS IN THE CALI/BUENAVENTURA AREA. 

DEA BELIEVES THAT A LONG-TERM IMPACT UPON THE COLOMBIAN 
COCAINE TRAFFIC IS NOT POSSIBLE AS LONG AS DEA'S 
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PRESENCE IS LIMITED TO THE BOGOTA AREA. CONSEQUENTLY, 

DEA PROPOSES THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A DISTRICT OFFICE IN 
CALI. THIS OFFICE WILL RELIEVE THE BOGOTA DISTRICT 
OFFICE WORKLOAD SO THAT IT WILL BE POSSIBLE TO REDUCE 
THE BOGOTA DISTRICT OFFICE CEILING BY ONE. THIS 
POSITION WILL BE SHIFTED TO CALI SO THAT A NET INCREASE 
OF ONLY ONE AGENT AND ONE SECRETARY IS NECESSARY. END
